When the work of the Rota, a Com- 
mission in Rome dealing with the va! 
idity of marriages, was broadcast 
throughout the world, because of the 
prominence and the wealth of parties 
involved, we found outbursts of critic- 
ism coming from every conceivable 
quarter. One ecclesiastical writer 
very sagely remarked that the Cath- 
olic Church was tottering because She 
favored divorce and that the pro- 
nouncement of the Rota would have a 


very serious destructive. effect upon. 


the “whole fabric of civilization and 
home life.” Was the Reverend gentle- 
man bewailing the possible |! 
of the Catholic Church’s ideals regard- 
ing matrimony or was it criticism like 
unto the Pharisees? Evidently the 
latter, since the church, of which the 
Reverend gentleman is a minister, per- 
mits its divorced members to re-marry 
and since he himself appears to have 
no qualms of conscience in performing 
the marriage of a divorced person or 
persons. Other editors predicted a gen- 
era! lessening of Rome’s strictness re- 
garding divorce and the re-marrying of 
divorced persons. With a glee, that was 
almost ghoulish, they pointed out the 
“mistake of the Rota” and the embar- 
rassment that it would bring upon the 
Church. Others, no doubt, accusing 
the Church of the mercenary motives 
with which they, in like situations, 
might be motivated, said: “Another 
case where money talks”. (But these 
latter did not accuse the Church of 
using the supposed money-return for 
playing the stock market.) 

Just what is the work of the Rota? 
Its work consists in determining the 
validity of marriages submitted to it 
jurisdiction. Marriage is a contract 
and its validity must depend upon the 
contracting parties’ compliance with 
the conditions established for a valid

contract. The Rota does not grant 
divorces. The Pope does not grant 
divorces. 


A few months ago some of our con- 
temporary publications found fault 
with and openly ridiculed the decision 
of the Rota regarding the validity of 
a certain marriage. The editors and 
writers joked about the Catholic op- 
position to divorce and the ever-ready 
substitute of the decision of the Rota 
as a subterfuge for divorce.

CHURCH OF ENGLAND 
CLERGYMEN THREATEN 
TO RESIGN MINISTRY 


London. — Twenty-one Church of 
England clergymen have threatened to 
resign rather than conform with regu- 
lations issued by the Bishop of Lon- 
don and designed to restrict “worship 
of the reserved Sacrament.” 

The Bishop made a point of allow- 
ing certain Angio-Cath devotions 
to continue condition that similar 
devotions would be used if there were 
no “reserved Sacrament” in the taber- 
nacle. The Bishop allowed incense to 
be burned so long as the thurible was 
not swung toward the altar. 

The twenty-one clergymen 
that the Bishop had no right to make 
the regulations which he seeks to en- 
force, and that they owe him no canon- 
ical obedience in regard to them. They 
have just written to the Bishop to say 
that if they should ever come to ac- 
cept the Bishop's interpretation of 
their dath of canonical obedience they 
would at once lay down their ministry.
